WASHINGTON LETTER. 


(From our Regular Correspondent ]

Washington. August 8. 

Senators and Representatives are few 
aud far between t«»-«lay. There was au 
immediate exodus as siion as adjourn- 
meut took place, the Senators as a rule 
going to summer resorts aud the Repre¬ 
sentatives to their districts to enter the 
campaign for a reuouiluatiou, or for a 
re-election If the uouiiuatioii had already 
been raptured. 

In summing up the results of the ses¬ 
sion It is almost surprising to flud how 
small they really arc, so far as legisla¬ 
tion of national importance iscoucei ued. 
Tile appropriations are large, larger by 
uumerous millions of dullurs than those 
made by the first session of the Fifty- 
first Congress, and that fact la expected 
by the Republicans to count against the 
Itemocrats in many close Congressional 
districts. 

Only one Cabinet ofiicer is in town to¬ 
day, and he Is going away again. Sec¬ 
retary of Stale Foster will be here L*- 
morrow, and he will remain indefinitely 
because of the iui|K>rtant business (lend¬ 
ing before bis l>e|iartinent.
